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Amid scenes of oriental splendour and in an atmosphere of friendship and goodwill, 

the Federation of Malaya attained full independent status within the Commonwealth 

on August 31. The article below discusses changes which may occur in the Federation’s 

pattern of trade and opportunities United Kingdom exporters may find there. The cover 

picture shows the administration buildings in Kuala Lumpur, the capital and seat of 
Government. 











U.K. Trade Prospects in Independent 
Federation of Malaya 


The Federation of Malaya, comprising the States of Johore, Kedah, Kelantan, Negri 

Sembilan, Pahang, Perak, Perlis, Selangor and Trengganu and the Set ->ments of Malacca 

and Penang, attained full independence within the Commonwealth on August 31. This 

article by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Kuala is an attempt to 

forecast what effect this may have on trade relations with the United Kingdom in the 
near future. 


Singapore will continue despite the differences in their constitutional status. Singapore's 

port and finance facilities, commercial expertise and technical know-how are unrivalled 
in the East and the port has long been a major channel for Malaya’s trade with the rest of the world. 
The Federation will, of course, wish to improve and extend its own services; witness to this are 
the development schemes at present in progress for the improvement of facilities at Port Swettenham 
(the port of Kuala Lumpur) and the free port of Penang, and in the long term there may well be some 
change of emphasis in the general pattern of trade between and the Federation. Already 
some firms in Singapore, in recognition of the status of the Federation, have established 
new branches in the Serre and Sed firms, which eth alae ards the Federation, 
have appointed more senior staff to them. United are represented in 
Malaya ‘may wonder whether the recent changes will affect the the efficiency of a single covering 
the two territories, There is no present evidence that local traders and businessmen not continue 
to be able to travel easily between one territory and the other or that the normal traffic ‘of goods 
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between them will be in any way impeded. Any local firm which 
already has facililities adequate to cover both territories should be 
able to continue doing so effectively. The Trade Commission offices 
in Singapore and Kuala Lumpur will be pleased to offer further advice 
to United Kingdom firms on these matters. 


Future Relations with United Kingdom 


Possibly the most important point to emphasise is that the Federa- 
tion has achieved political independence in an atmosphere of friendship 
and goodwill. The goodwill built up by British suppliers and 
manufacturers over the years is an asset of no mean value and one 
which the wise exporter will seek to preserve and foster. There is 
no reason to believe that Government Purchasing Departments will 
lower their present standards, but it must be expected that our 
competitors on the Continent and in America will seek to intensify 
their efforts to enlarge their share in Malaya’s trade. 


The present indications are that there is unlikely to be any sudden 
change in the pattern of imports since the Federation has relatively 
few restrictions on imports and, (over much of the field), buyers have 
had freedom of choice on the basis of price and quality. 

As far as the United States is concerned there is a possibility of 
increased competition, but many American products are already 
available, imported under licence. The Federation remains a member

of the Sterling Area and as such her policies will, in conformity with 
that membership, be designed to strengthen the position of sterling. 
Local taste is influenced considerably by the preponderance of Ameri- 
can films shown in cinemas and this, no doubt, is a help to American 
exporters whose prices on the whole tend to be high. Certain American 
products have a snob appeal (e.g., sunm-glasses and cosmetics), 
while some others are considered to be of better quality (e.g., certain 
brands of tinned and packaged foods), for which buyers are prepared 
to pay extra. There is, however, reason to think, that even if American 
goods were permitted to be brought more freely into the Federation, 
there would be only a comparatively small increase in America’s 
share of the market. 


West Germany will undoubtedly offer increasingly severe competi- 
tion in many directions. She has already entered the market with 
substantial success in certain fields (e.g., radio and light engineering 
products). She offers a wide range of products which enjoy, particularly 
with Chinese buyers, a good reputation established in pre-war days. 
Her exporters are active and energetic in sales promotion and will 
undoubtedly increase the range of goods which they are offering. 

Japan has already captured large sections of the local market, 
(e.g., some textiles and certain types of diesel engines), due to low 
prices. She is now entering new manufacturing fields (in particular 
cameras and optical equipment) and earning a name for low-priced, 
good-quality products. Her pre-war reputation as a producer’ of

cheap, shoddy goods is gradually being lived-down, though there is 
still a certain amount of local prejudice as a result of the war-time 
occupation. Japanese exporters are extremely active in sales promotion 
and many ‘trade missions’ have visited Malaya in recent years. They 
have also shown signs of being willing to invest (chiefly in the form 
of machinery and equipment) in local industries and Japan may 
therefore be expected to figure increasingly as a powerful competitor 
to United Kingdom interests. 


Selling in the Malayan Market 

Probably the most useful piece of advice that can be given to 
United Kingdom exporters is that which applies to so many other 
markets, namely ‘Visit the Territory.’ The value of first-hand know- 
ledge and personal contact is undisputed and reference has already 
been made to the need to preserve and foster goodwill in this market. 
The market has its own special features and, if it is not possible to 
pay a personal visit, full regard should be paid to the advice and 
information tendered by the local agent. In most cases such advice 
is based on many years experience and should not be ignored without 
at least some attempt at verification. The Trade Commission is always 
willing to help in this connection. 


Generally speaking, branded goods sell better than others. Local 
buyers are very brand-conscious and are faithful to a particular 
brand once they accept it. Conversely, a defect in a product may 
ruin its name for years, long after the particular defect has been 
remedied. Every effort should be made to choose a ‘good chop’ 
and local advice should be sought on this. In a multi-racial, polyglot 
society many buyers have prejudices against certain colours, animals, 
etc., to which regard must be paid. Exporters should not assume that 
what would be a triviality in the United Kingdom is unimportant 
in Malaya; a ‘triviality’ of the wrong sort has been known to ‘kill’ 
a line. In appropriate cases the label should indicate the contents 
pictorially since a large part of the population is illiterate and many 
others cannot read English. Once a brand has become popular it 
is not advisable to change either its name or the label. Malaya is no 
market-for telling the customer what is good for him or that he should 
buy- one thing when he wants another. A product has been known to 
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lose much of its sales appeal on so small a point as a change from a 
glossy to a matt-finished label. 

The Federation Government is committed to a policy of indus- 
trialization but is approaching the subject with caution. At present 
extensive public works schemes are in progress involving roads and 
bridges, houses and schools, hydro-electric projects and shonene 
and telecommunication undertakings. These and future 
provide opportunities for the sale of many types of United Kingdom 
capital and other goods. 


The comparatively high and improving standard of living in 
Malaya — it is possibly the highest in South East Asia — also offers 
growing opportunities to British consumer goods exporters. A 
typical example is the popularity of domestic labour saving devices. 
Equipment such as washing-machines, sucti mixing- 
machines and electric irons is being more and more widely used and 
the trend is likely to continue. Another example is the increased use 
of Western-style clothes, accessories, cosmetics, etc., by Malayan 
women. 

The present wealth of Malaya is in large part the result of the 
successful association of local resources and outside capital. 
Federation Government is anxious to continue and extend this 
profitable partnership and has already announced that it intends 


to take steps to encourage new capital investment, particularly for the 
establishment of manufacturing

The Federation offers wide scope for industrial development, 
particularly in industries which call for semi-skilled labour. 
United Kingdom manufacturer who has a good market 
and whose products lend themselves fairly readily to local manufacture 
or assembly, will no doubt consider the advisability of doing this.

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ity with light weight, small size and quick starting characteristics. 
The nominal continuous rating is 2,750 horsepower at 7,000 r.p.m. 

The manufacturers say it will have a wide 
variety of industrial applications. Units are in service or on order 
already for geared drive of alternators, direct drive of rotary com- 
pressors and traction work. In many cases the waste heat in the turbine 
exhaust is being used to raise steam for process and space heatings. 


Interesting engine component and accessory developments making 
their public debut include a diesel engine radial turbo charger 
developed by the B.S.A. Power Unit Division, Utilising waste exhaust 
gas to pressurize air going into the engine, the unit is available in 
two sizes-a four inch unit for unsupercharged engines between 
100 and 200 h.p., and a five and a half inch one for engines between

200 and 400 h.p. For a weight penalty of only 30 Ibs., the smaller unit 
can give a 5-6 litre engine the same performance as an unsupercharged 
engine of nine litres with fuel economies up to 12} per cent., the 
manufacturers claim. 

The disc brake, very much in the news in the car world these days, 
is shown at work in industry by Dunlop with two working models 
of the brake as applied to heavy machinery. 

Two official exhibits attracting interest are the Royal Navy and the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research stands. 

Represented on the D.S.I.R. stand are the Mechanical Engineering 
Laboratory, the National Physical Laboratory, the British Iron and 
Steel Research Association, the British Non-Ferrous Metals Research 
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Association and the British Shipbuilding Research Association. The 
last-named association is showing equipment developed at its instiga- 
tion by the Graviner Manufacturing Company for the regular visual 
indication of the state of the atmosphere in marine diesel engine 
crankcases. It gives both audible and visible warning against the 
danger of a crankcase oil mist explosion. The Non-Ferrous Metals 
Research Association is exhibiting a new method of applying chromium 
plating with a primary layer of nickel underneath. Previously, chro- 
mium plating has tended to crack unless a layer of nickel is applied 
first. Now a method has been discovered, using additives in the plating 
solution, by which a satisfactory coating of chromium can be applied 
without nickel. Its industrial possibilities are being investigated. 

The main theme of the Royal Naval stand is the development in 
naval engineering since the war. It emphasizes new advances in 
design and savings in weight and space with and models 
of steam driven and other machinery of comparable output. Models 
demonstrate the latest developments in diesel engine, gas turbine, 
diesel-electric and nuclear propulsion. 

Back in the nuclear field again, there are some interesting exhibits 
on the stand of Pilkington Brothers Ltd., who have adopted the theme 
‘Glass as a protective material.’ The central feature of the stand 
consists of three types of viewing windows for protecting scientists 
and doctors against various types of radiation. One window, measuring 
3 ft. 6 ins. by 2 ft. 6 ins. and comprising 36 one-inch thick stabilized 
special plate glasses, illustrates a type of shield used in nuclear 
research. 

There are numerous developments and new devices in welding and 
cutting equipment. These include a new small lightweight stud 
welding outfit by Crompton Parkinson — of particular interest to insula- 
tion and wiring contractors and other industries where ferrous and 
non-ferrous attachments up to three-eighths of an inch in diameter 
have to be secured in confined spaces; a new automatic welding 
machine by Rockweld Limited for smaller fabrications ; demonstrations 
by Quasi-Arc Limited of their new Fusare and Sigma Spot Welding 
processes and newly developed arc welding electrodes and equipment; 
the latest developments by British Oxygen in gas welding and cutting 
equipment and invert gas welding; a new process for applying nickel- 
chrome hard-facing alloys, ceramic materials, stainless. steel alloys 
or bronze without the use of compressed air, and a new Creep 
Corrector by Yates Plant to prevent endwise movement of cylindrical 
vessels whilst welding. 


Locomotive Exhibit 


Other interesting exhibits and new developments include: 

A full-size section of a British Railways vehicle underframe by 
G. D. Peters & Company, and a full size replica of a loco-cab. 

A new Ruston & Hornsby diesel-electric locomotive, claimed to 
be the largest ever shown at the exhibition. 

Described as revolutionary, a mask by Siebe Gorman & Company 
for marine use in fire and smoke. 

New equipment by Savage & Parsons designed to give a continuous 
indication and direct writing pen record of applied load and torque 
in plant and machinery using rollers, such as in rolling mills, in the 
food and chemical industries and in the plastics and rubber industries. 

A scale model of a Metropolitan-Vickers hydrogen-cooled 120- 
megawatt, 3,000 r.p.m. turbo-generator in which the rotor is direct 
cooled with hydrogen passing through slots in its winding and in 
direct contact with the copper. 

A layout by Marconi of all the radar, radio and electronic equip- 
ment normally installed on a ship’s bridge. 

A new process by Cable Covers Limited for wire rope splicing, 
described as saving much time and material. 

New equipment by Mitchell Shackleton & Company for radio 
frequency and induction hardening of crankpins and journals. 

The list could go on, but the scope of the exhibition is perhaps 
better illustrated by the fact that more than 70 associations, ranging 
from the Honsusiite Goneny stones nee = Sao 
and Southern Junior Gas Association have arranged official visits.

Many New Developments Shown at Engineering, 
Ss i ais and Nuclear Energy Exhibition

by the two-yearly exhibition. It could be fairly described as an up-to- 
date summing up of British advancement in all the industries repre- 
sented. And the size of the field is indicated by the fact that more than 
500 firms are taking part, showing a range of exhibits under more than 
1,000 classifications, 

In the atomic energy field there are models of nuclear power 
ee aoe caplet See Pee ulsion installations and ancillary 
equipment including heat exchangers, special metals, valves, protective 
glass, remote handling equipment, insulation and testing apparatus. 

For the ship and boat builder there ere new welding equipment, 
power tools, metal processing equipment, ranges of marine diesels, 
including a giant of more than 3,000 brake horse power, and gas 
turbines. 

New testing and servicing equipment for both marine and industrial 
application are announced, together with some newly developed 
lubricants. There are new and improved marine pumps, petrol engines, 
fluid couples, motor speed control units, navigational aids and new 
types of davits, slings and hoists. And the many new machines in 
evidence in the field of industrial engineering plant range from 
a, presses, compressors and boilers to valves, power tools 


A Great Industry 


In his opening speech, Sir Christopher Hinton congratulated the 
organizers on arranging a show that had recognized the important 
developments which had taken place since the war. He felt, he said, 
that he was opening not merely a shop window of a ‘great engineering 
industry’ to the world, but also a university capable of playing a great 
part in the practical training of the young engineers on whom the 
future of the industry depended 

While reminding the British atomic power industry that it should 
concentrate on the selling of ‘know-how’ and specialized components 
abroad, because foreign countries would be unwilling to irnport 
components they could manufacture themselves, Sir Christopher, 
who concentrated mainly on atomic power development in his speech, 
praised the industry for the practical progress it had made. 


Spirit Re-captured 

“The great prosperity and influence of the United Kingdom which 
was built up during the 19th century, arose more than anything else 
from the activity of its engineering industry,’ Sir Christopher said. 
‘During that great Victorian period British engineers grasped scientific 
possibilities and translated them into practical, profitable and reliable 
plants, structures and machines . 

‘In developing the nuclear pe TEE: industry since the war, I 
believe we have recaptured something of the spirit of that Victorian 
age. It would have been easy with so many scientific discoveries at 
our disposal to let them run away with us and to be forced into 
attempting to reach objectives that were beyond our grasp. So, from 
the outset, we adopted the - aa that it was our business not to 
be clever, but to be su 

Prominently represented in the atomic field are Babcock & Wilcox, 
the boiler engineers, with a series of exhibits including a model of a 
large tanker with a possible arrangement of a nuclear propulsion plant 
based on a graphite-moderated reactor, a sectioned model of a steam- 
raising unit of the type they designed for Calder Hall and Chapelcross 
nuclear power stations, and a part-sectioned model of a reactor

development, too. Shell-Mex and B.P., for instance, announce their 
special petroleum products, such as lubricants, developed for nuclear 
power plant use. 

Perhaps the most important stand for the foreign visitor seeking 
to obtain guidance to this new British industry is that set up by the 
British Engineers Association to serve as an information bureau for 
the exhibition. A nuclear energy display on the stand reveals the 

’s special connection with Britain’s Nuclear Energy Trade 
Associations’ Conference, of which it is a founder member and for 
which it provides the secretariat. 

The scope of the exhibition is so wide that many of the major 
British engineering groups are represented by all or several of their 

English Electric, for instance, have five stands with 
pee garry include a skid mounted diesel drilling rig unit, industrial 
electric motors, the Napier Deltic high speed diesel turbo-blowers 
and Marconi marine radar and communication equipment. 

The Marine Proteus turbo-prop engine, the marine version of the 
Bristol Proteus that powers the Britannia airliner, is making its 
public debut on the Bristol Aero-Engine stand. It has been developed 
in collaboration with the Admiralty, who have placed an order for 
the engine to power a new class of fast patrol boats for the Royal 
Navy. Basically similar to the Proteus aero-engine - although it has 
been derated in power to ensure a longer life - the marine version 
provides an exceptionally compact and light unit for its power. 
It is only 42 ins. wide and 112 ins. long and weighs only 2,900 bb., 
but it can develop 3,500 shaft horsepower. This low weight and smali 
bulk will pay big dividends in extra crew accommodation and ammuni- 
tion or fuel storage space. Control of the engine — apart from starting 
and stopping ~ is by a a single lever and there is no need to warm up 
before starting as with a piston engine. 


Ultra-sonic Anti-fouling 


Another important marine development on show is the Marconi- 
Postans system of ultra-sonic anti-fouling. This is designed to 
discourage marine growths on a ship’s hull by subjecting it to a con- 
tinuous ultrasonic vibration from a transmitter feeding to the hull 
through one or more transducers at carefully selected positions. 
Known as the Protector, the equipment has been approved by Lloyd’s 
Register of Shipping and conforms to standards normally set by the 
G.P.O., for climatic and durability tests. It is employed already on a 
number of large modern vessels. 


The free piston engine, in which gas is fed from a free-piston 
gasifyer unit to generate power in a gas turbine working on normal 
principles, is exciting growing interest in marine circles. The Free 
Piston Company have two exhibits: a free piston gasifyer with a 
continuous maximum rating of 1,000 s.h.p., and a complete self- 
contained prototype 200 kW. electric generating set comprising a 
single 350 s.h.p. gasifyer coupled to a 200 kW. d.c. marine 
generator. In the same field, the British sire pn time or

Hawker Hunters for India. The Managing Director of Hawker 
Aircraft Limited, Kingston-on-Thames, announced on August 31 
that Hawker Aircraft has concluded an agreement with the Indian 
Government for the supply of a ‘substantial number’ of single-seater 
and two-seater Hawker Hunter fighter and trainer aircraft. It is 
believed that the value of the contract may reach £30 million. 


Rural Generating Plant for the Argentine. The Brush Group 
Limited announced recently that they have beaten American, German, 
Italian, French, Dutch and Japanese competition to get a £1} million 
order from the Argentine for rural generating plant. The order is for 
generating sets from 100-1,000 kW., which will be made by Mirrlees, 
Bickerton & Day Limited, of Stockport (39 sets), and The National 
Gas & Oil Engine Company Limited, of Ashton-under-Lyne (82 sets). 
All the electrical equipment for these sets will be made by Brush 
Electrical Engineering Company Limited. Originally 37 different 
companies from all over the world tendered for the contract. 


Propeller Equipment for New Canadian Aircraft. De Havilland 
Propellers Limited have been awarded a contract to supply propeller 
equipment for a new Canadian turbine-powered transport aircraft, 
the Canadair CL 44, a fleet of which is on order for the Royal Canadian 
Air Force. The value of the De Havilland equipment to be supplied 
has not been disclosed, but it is understood to be in the region of 
one million dollars. The CL 44 — derived from the Bristol Britannia — 
will be built in airliner, freighter and military transport versions and 
will be powered by four Bristol Orion turbine engines. The first 
aircraft, which in its military form will be known as the CC 106, is 
due to enter service with the R.C.A.F, in 1959, 


Sudan Orders Rail Wagons. Robert Hudson Limited, of Leeds, 
have recently obtained orders worth about £660,000 to supply 560 
rail wagons and track material to the Sudan. 


Three-channel Carrier Telephone System for Pakistan, An 
order has been placed with Automatic Telephone & Electric Company 
Limited for two three-channel carrier telephone systems which are 
being provided for training purposes at the Pakistan Posts and 
Telegraphs Department's training school at Haripur, West Pakistan, 
under oe the Colombo Technical Aid Plan. The equipment, which is 
being supplied through the Crown Agents in London, will bear 
special plaques recording that they have been provided under the 
Colombo Plan. 


Sugar Factory for Ceylon. The Mirrlees Watson Company 
Limited, of Glasgow, have recently obtained an order for a complete 
sugar factory from The Gal-Oya Development Board, Ceylon. The 
contract was obtained against strong foreign competition. The equip- 
ment consists of factory buildings, milling plant driven by Mirrlees 
turbines, vacuum pans and evaporators, centrifugals and all auxiliary 
equipment. 


Marconi Telerecording Equipment for Czechoslovakia. 
Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Company Limited, of Chelmsford, 
have announced that the new Marconi ‘fast-pull-down’ telerecording 
equipment has been ordered by Kovo Prague on behalf of the Czecho- 
slovakian Television Service for use in their Prague studios. The 
Marconi equipment was chosen after Czech engineers had studied 
and compared the various systems available.

Though Not Easy Pakistan’s Market is Large 
Enough to be Worth While 


By the United Kingdom Trade Commissioners at Karachi

Since 1952 the United Kingdom exporter to Pakistan has faced a 
number of obstacles. Trade returns for recent years (see overleaf) 
show that the sharp decline in Pakistan’s earning power occasioned 
by the break in commodity prices after the Korean boom continued 
in 1954 and 1955 but now shows signs of recovery ; that so far this 
recovery has not been reflected in the level of imports; and that 
although initially Britain increased her share of the reduced value of 
available business, we have latterly lost ground to our competitors. 
In this article an attempt is made to show why these changes have 
come about, and to assess future prospects for United Kingdom 
exports. 

To remedy the balance of payments difficulties confronting her in 
1952, Pakistan abolished open general licensing and adopted a policy 
which entailed the severest restriction of consumer goods imports, 
so that as much as possible of the foreign exchange available could 
be devoted to development, more particularly industrial development. 
The most stringent application of this policy, however, proved in- 
sufficient in the face of (i) the growing demands of her industries for 
imported raw materials, spares, fuel and lubricants, and (ii) the decline 
in her earnings from cotton on account of the increased consumption 
of her new domestic industry. In 1954, therefore, Pakistan approached 
the United States for additional economic aid to bridge the gap 
between expenditure and resources. In this approach she was 
successful. 

A vital issue at this stage was whether Pakistan would continue to 
underestimate the cost — in foreign exchange — of industrial develop- 











ment; or whether she would give priority to completing and consolidat- 
ing the industrial enterprises started

Here the main inroads at our 
expense have been made by Germany (whose share rose from 12 per 
cent. in 1952-53 to 26 per cent. in 1955-56) and Japan (12 per cent. 
to 17 per cent. over the same period); however, the current half year 
figures indicate an improvement in our competitive position in that 
our share has risen from 40 per cent. to 42 per cent., while that of 
Germany and Japan has fallen to 20 per cent. and 6 per cent.

from those countries. Secondly, United States aid came to cover a 
wide range of imports, and although in large part supplied agairist 
world tender, such aid often tends to place the American supplier 
in a favourable position. Neither of these factors, however, played 
a part in the expansion, for example, of German exports to this 
market. The third, and overwhelmingly the most important factor, 
is that until recently we have been beaten on price and delivery, and, 
in some fields, by forceful and imaginative salesmanship. 


Plans for Development 


What of future prospects? For an assessment it is necessary to 
take a close look at Pakistan’s current economic policy and its implica- 
tions; and, more broadly, at the financial outlook, and Pakistan’s 
plans for development. 

Pakistan’s economic policy is directed towards a more balanced 
and economic distribution of available resources between agriculture 
and industry and, within the industrial sector, between existing 
industry and new development. 

The devaluation of the Pakistan rupee on July 31, 1955, may be 
taken as the first important step in the implementation of this policy. 
The primary objects of devaluation were to stimulate agricultural 
production and the export of agricultural products, and to make the 
products of her industries more competitive in world markets. But 
in making the announcement the then Prime Minister spoke also of 
‘the need to slow down the fast tempo of industrialization’ and to 
‘achieve a more harmonious balance between industry and agriculture.’ 
This was to come about in part as a result of the new exchange rate 
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(the higher cost of imports would discourage industrial investment, 
while the increased rupee return to the cultivator would stimulate 
agricultural production) and in part as a result of a re-orientated 
industrial and commercial policy. 

The essence of Pakistan’s present industrial policy is that existing 

industry, in so far as it is economic and essential, shall have first 
claim on available resources; while such new industrial development 
as is possible with the assistance of foreign aid and private investment 
shall be restricted to essential industries that will earn or save more 
foreign exchange than they will cost to install and operate. These 
aims are clearly reflected in Pakistan’s import licensing, policy, the 
objectives of which were described by the then Minister of 
and Industries on December 8, 1955, as ‘First, to live within our 
means . . . we cannot afford to be liberal in our import policy and 
allow the import of luxury and inessential items. Second, to s 
our economy by producing more and more , are in the country . 
We give first priority to the eae te industry for machinery, 
raw materials and spare parts . Thirdly, we want to ensure the 
supply of essential commodities ‘like drugs, medicines and text 
books.’ In brief, the policy is to import only essentials and even then 
only those that cannot be produced within the country. 


There are three aspects of this policy which are of particular 
significance to the United Kingdom exporter trading with Pakistan. 


Value of Technical Representatives 


Perhaps the most important is its effect upon the business of the 
commercial importer and his United Kingdom principal. The growing 
tendency to issue more and more licences direct to the industrial 
user means not only that fewer licences are issued to commercial 
importers, but that special inducements must be offered to the 
industrial user to persuade him to buy from or through the agent. 
Chief among these inducements are pre-sales advice and after-sales 
service; the former can be of the greatest importance in Pakistan 
where the industrialist and the would-be industrialist is often com- 
pletely inexperienced in matters of industrial technology and manage- 
ment. He wants advice, is grateful for advice, and his business usually 
goes to the supplier able and willing to provide it. With the decline

Pakistan where development has lagged behind the West. The 
prospects for accelerated development in East Pakistan have now 
been enhanced by the discovery of natural gas at Sylhet, and the 
East Pakistan Government have made a particular appeal for the 
co-operation of British industry in the development of that province. 

It is, perhaps, by reference to the various proposals of the Plan, 
which covers existing projects as well as new developments, that the 
best estimate can be made of specific export opportunities that may 
arise in Pakistan. 

The Plan contemplates a deve t expenditure of some £810 
million during the period 1955-60, of which the foreign exchange 
content will be £315 million to be met from foreign grants, loans, and 
private investment. In the same period it is estimated that non- 
development expenditure in terms of exchange, to be met 
out of earned income, will amount to some £690 millions of which 
£555 million will be for imported goods. Clearly only part of this 
total of £810 million represents future export nities for the 
United Kingdom (for instance, some part of the foreign aid will be

Valuation of Goods for Duty Purposes 


AN ARTICLE in the Board of Trade Journal for December 1, 1956 
(page 1164), oe that the United States Treasury was preparing 
a preliminary list of commodities that would be liable to be valued on 
the basis of ‘foreign value’ (i.e. value in the exporter’s home market) 
when the Customs Simplification Act of 1956 came into force. 

This list was published on August 23 and is set out below. No item 
can be deleted from it. The Act provides that within 60 days of 
publication domestic manufacturers may apply to the United States 
Treasury suggesting additions. After considering these applications 
the Treasury will publish a final list towards the end of the year. 
Thirty days thereafter all items not included in it will be appraised 
under the new provisions of the Act. The text of these provisions was 
published in the Board of Trade Journal on September 1, 1956 
(pages 505-6). All listed items will continue to be valued on the 
existing basis. The items quoted are as listed by the United States 
Treasury. 

The preliminary list below covers only a small proportion of total 
United States imports. Out of 2,588 commodity classifications of 
merchandise dutiable according to value, only 136 are included in 
full, and 224 in part, in the list. Imports of the listed items constituted 
16-5 per cent. by value of total imports dutiable according to value, 
and about 2°3 per cent. by value of all imports, in the period July 1, 
1953, to June 30, 1954.

Import of Goods South of Parallel 42 


Her Majesty’s Embassy at Buenos Aires have followed up their 
telegram announcing the Decree Law concerning imports South of 
the 42nd Parallel (see Board of Trade Journal for August 30) with a 
list of goods which are temporarily excluded from free import facilities 
pending the issue of new regulations. They are as follows: 

Radio-telephony apparatus; cameras and photographic films; 
television receivers and spares; motorcycles ; motor-scooters, sidecars ; 
bicycles and their parts; typewriters and spares; rubber goods and 
rubber in general; plastic material and its manufactures; paints in 
general; domestic chinaware or eathenware; domestic electrical 
appliances; domestic wood, glass or metal goods ; furniture in general ; 
foodstuffs ; liquor, beers, soft drinks and tonic waters; cigars, cigarettes 
and tobacco; smokers’ sundries; stationery goods; toys; lighters in 
general; jewellery and imitations; perfumery, cosmetics, soap; electric 
and other razors; weighing machines; mattresses; suitcases ; detergents ; 
linoleum; metal and plastic torches; footwear in general; textiles — 
except those imported as raw material — ready made clothing of cotton, 
wool, raw silk or rayon, nylon and ‘Dacron’; galvanized pipes; chiming 
clocks ; passenger automobiles. 


Further details of the regulations will be published as soon as they 
are received. 

Under Circular 2947, of July 15, ‘Solid ink for ball pens only, 
to manufacturers thereof’ can be imported from any source (subject 
to prior approval of the Central Bank on form 3790) at the free rate 
of exchange. This form is only used for free market transactions when 
the Central Bank specifies this requirement. 


Automatic Exchange Permits for 


Seed Potatoes 


Unpker Circular 2977, of August 9, the Argentine Central Bank will 
grant automatic exchange permits for imports from any source of 
seed potatoes (Tariff No. 184). Payment will be made at the official 
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rate of exchange. Applications must be accompanied by a certificate 
of necessity issued by the Argentine Ministry of Agriculture and 
Livestock. Registered or unregistered firms may apply, but the latter 
must do so through a registered importer. Permits will be granted 
subject to price control by the Central Bank.

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PARAGUAY 
New Exchange and Import System 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Asuncion report that as from August 2 
all exchange operations in Paraguay will be carried out through the 
free market. 

Except where credit terms in excess of 90 days are envisaged, 
imports have been freed from restriction. Import licences will no 
longer be necessary, but importers will be required to make advance 
deposits of a percentage of the f.o.b. value (calculated at the rate of 
exchange ruling at the date of the deposit), before the goods are shipped. 
For the purposes of percentage deposits imports have been divided 
into five classes with varying deposits as detailed below: 


Class 1 5 per cent. 
Class 2 50 per cent. 
Class 3 100 per cent. 
Class 4 300 per cent. 
Class 5 400 per cent, 


Inquiries as to the classes into which particular goods have been 
placed should be addressed to the Export Services Branch (Tariff 
Section), Lacon House, Theobalds Road, W.C.1.

Deposits will not be required in respect of imports of wheat, 
wheat flour, fuel derived from petroleum and newsprint and printing 
ink exclusively for newspapers, nor for Government imports and 
those made in certain special circumstances, e.g. imports by 
members of the Diplomatic Corps accredited to Paraguay. 

Payment must be made through authorized banks, and where the 
terms envisaged are longer than 90 days from the delivery by the 
operating bank of the documents for Customs clearance, the prior 
approval of the Paraguayan Central Bank is necessary. 

Payment for imports of agricultural implements, tractors, pick-ups 
and lorries, Customs clearance of which was made before August 20, 
1957, will be made in accordance with the old exchange system. Apart 
from this, payment for imports authorized before the introduction 
of this new system will be made at the rate of exchange current on 
the day the documents are handed over. Where payment has already 
been made by documentary credit the difference between the rate of 
exchange noted on the licence and the current rate will have to be 
paid when the documents are handed over, 

The system for imports of agricultural implements, tractors and 
lorries on deferred terms will remain valid until its completion. 

Imports by government and semi-government bodies, although 
exempt from prior deposit, must only be goods which cannot be 
purchased locally, and the amount must be covered by availabilities 
of the headings in their respective budgets and investments.
